Home Suggestions. 


Do not keep drinking water in a 
galvanized iron pail. The zinc coat- 
ing acts readily upon the water and 
forms a poisonous oxide. 


Boil your lamp-burners for about 
half an hour, once a month. This 
will remove dust and grease and 
make them ‘‘as good as new.”’ 


Some people use a piece of polished 
steel to bake pancakes on, and of- 
fensive smoke is avoided, because 
the griddle is not greased. 


There is not much trouble involved 
in placing warm plates on the table 
at each meal during the wigger. 
And they are much nicer to eat [rom 
than cold ones. 


A teaspoonful of lime-water stirred 
in one-half a tumbier of cold water 
and swallowed directly after a hearty 
meal will relieve symptoms of indl- 
gestion and the desire to take ‘‘just 
forty winks’”’ of sleep. 


To remove clinkers from the stove, 
sprinkle common table sait on the 
linings when the stove is cold. Use 
plenty of it. Build a moderate fire— 
wood and coal—and in a day or two 
the clinkers will ail be gone. 


When hanging up the family wash- 
ing in cold weather, don’t wait until 
you get ottdoors to shake the twist 
out of the clothes. That operation 
can be performed just as well indoors, 
and unnecessary exposure to cold is 
thereby avoided. 


Brass work around the house can 
be nicely polished by using a thin 
mixture of rotten stone and water 
tu which has been added a teaspoon- 
ful of sulphuric acid for each pint of 


and polish with dry whiting. 


An excellent grease eradicator is 
made of the following ingredients: 
Ammonia, two ounces; soft water, 
one quart; saltpeter, one teaspoon- 
ful ; fine soap, in shavings, one ounce ;

The clearing-house gains are 
enormous in some of our western 
cities.

Now the 
value of yeal estate in Philadelphia, 
according to the assessment of 1856, 
was about $600,000,000. So that the 
new buildings to be erected this 
year willadd about twoand one- 
half per cent. to the valuation. A 
similar increase in the whole coun- 
try would indicate an expenditure 
of about $300,000,000 in the erection 
of new buildings of various kinds.

ployers at $10 a head, and clears 
about $4 a head, or $400 a mouth, 
for bis work, And while this way 
of recruiting the bone and sinew of

A Terrible Tragedy. 
LEXINGTON, Ky., May 9. 

A terrible tragedy took place this 
morning near Spring, Station, on the 
farm of Captain James Blackburn, ex- 
Secretary of State, and his brother, 
Senator J. C. S. Blackburn. Miss 
Henrietta Blackburn, accompanied by 
her cousin, Henrietta Hempstead, a 
young lady of nineteen years, went 


out to shoot at a mark with a small 
rifle. They Pago joined by Samuel 
Blackburn, young man of 22, a 
brother of Miss Henrietta Blackburn, 
and a friendly contest was begun as to 
who should shoot at the mark first. 
They engaged in a playfulstruggle for 
the possession of the rifle, and in the 
struggle the weapon was discharged. 
The ball reed the heart of Miss 
Henrietta Hempsteaa, killing her in- 
stantly. The uufortunate young lady 
gave a slight scream, dropped on the 
blue grass, and breathed her last be- 
fore her horrified cousins realized the 
awful calamity that bad befallen them. 
Messengers were hurried off for medi- 
cal and other assistance, and it was 
with the utmost difficulty that Miss 
Blackburn and Miss Hempstead’s 
mother could be restored trom the 
shock occasioned by the unexpected 
and terrible death of the young lady. 
Miss Hempstead was a great favorite 
in the community. The funeral will 
take place to-morrow afternoon at 
Frankfort. 


An Inquest—J.ry’s Verdict.
